HF band CONDX continue to be grim looking, 
at least from the numbers. There were 222 
days with zero sunspots in 2018, and 2019 is 
trending the same way with 15 zero sunspot 
days already. This has left the 10.7 cm SFI, or 
Solar Flux Index, hovering at or below 70 on 
most days. That is extraordinarily low. The 
interesting thing, though, is that there is still a 
lot of HF activity, particularly when using 
FT8. FT8 has the ability to work under the

that would otherwise be unusable. Digital sig- 
nal processing is an amazing technology. | 
think it’s one of the most exciting advances in 
ham radio in a long time. Current predictions 
put the solar minimum at later this year. That 
means we will have a long, slow climb back up 
the solar activity curve that will still last for a 
couple of years or more. Now is the time to 
get familiar with the software that implements 
these digital modes and see what fun can be 
had on the bands even at this activity na- 
dir. When you do make those contacts, be 
sure to tell us about them at the next PAARA 
meeting.
